6. About fifteen minutes before the close of 
the school the superintendent calls attention and 
sometimes occupies five minutes in asking questions 
on some one important topic in the lessen; com- 
mencing with asking some of the smaller classes, a 
few very simple questions, that several in the class 
will readily answer together, and when he has thus 
obtained the attention and excited an eagerness to 
answer the questions, he mayask more difficult ones, 
on which he designs to make some explanatory or 
practical remarks. Itis always importantto ask ques- 
tions, as our Saviour did, with the design of first 
turning the attention to the point on which the 
remarks ere intended to have a bearing. Some- 
times he should occupy five minutes, in detailing 
facts and anecidlotes which may interest the school, 
excite a benevolent spirit, or otherwise have-a good 
practical effect on the school. The chief requisite 
for keeping the scholars still and attentive, is forthe 
teacher to set the example. 

7. The next five minutes should be occupied in 
giving out the lesson, which should usually contaia 
six or seven verses, and which the teacher should be 
partictlar in seeing that the scholars understand, 
that they may not have the common excuse of not 
knowing where the lesson was; in giving notices of 
meetings, or of the ohject and time of making col- 
lections, &e. 

8. The remaining five minutes are spent in some 
devotional exercise, of which singing, if a large pro- 
portion of the school can join, is the most appropri- 
ate. Singingis an important auxiliary in keeping 
upan interest in the sehool,and of affecting the heart 
amd character, Of this we may speak more here- 
after, In some schools, there are no devotional ex- 
ercises at the close, but the scholars are allowed to 
leave as soon as they have finished their recitation. 
This pracice cannot be too severely reprobated., 
From such a school we can expect litthe good to re- 
sult. Itis hence important that the school close 
with some public exercise; and this shonld be de- 
votional, inorder to convince the scholars of the sin 
of being absent from it @. BF
